The Social Democratic party la thRlAmerican expression of the international 
movement of modem wagewoihers for better food, better bouses, sufficient sleep, 
more leisure, more education and more culture. Thoae who work with hands aud 
bialn are the producers of all wealth, bntaa laws are now made in the inteteata of 
property and tbe men who own property, tbe rights of the workers are ignored, 
although they are iu the great majority'. 

Electricity, steam and many modem inveutions have atrack the death Wow at 
production on a small scale. Production on the largest scale makes monopoly a 
necessary couditiop. Monopoly U here, whether we wish it or not 

The question ia only whether it shail be a public or private mouopoly. 

The Social Democratic party demands that tbe production of this CQuntry ahall 
be taken away from tbe control of a amall number of irresponsible men whose 
only aim ia to exploit ua to the last limit of our endurance. 

The Republican aod the Democratic parties, and all sorts of reformers afid 
auti-monopply humbugs, are making a dishonest bid for votes when they promise 
to annihilate tbe tmata by law. These parties are powerless agalast tbe tmsta be¬ 
cause they canoA* couaiatently oppose property rights of any kind. These rights 
ar® more sacred to them than the rights of man; but, alarmed by the growing 
strength of Socialism, they are now trying to uae phrases that sound **socIaliatie’* 
to them. Yet none of thm dare to attack the only vital point in the present 
economic ayatero, tbe private ownership of the means of production and distribu¬ 
tion. , 

The ^Bt question is a national qaestion, but iu state affairs alao the Sodal 
Democratic party atands for every raditel change that wUl bring more wealth, 
more culture and more safety to the masses of the people. The Social Democrat¬ 
ic party believes in aelf-govemment for citiea; iu a jnat and equitable taxation, 
and in the highest development of a reasonable public service. We also demand 
better legislation for the protection of life and limb in factories and mluea, the* 
puWic ownership of poblic utilities as a fact and not as a mere phrase, and pro¬ 
tection against hardship aud misery iu old age—not as a charity but as a right. 
If we get the political power iu this sUte we will carry out these aud other social 
reforma. 

But we call attention to the fact that the measures we urge are in no way a 
cure for all the exlrting evils, nor are they all Socialiat institutioDa. They are to 
be viewed rather aa mere palliatives, capaWe of being carried out even under tbe 
preseut conditions. Under no circumatances should the people rest content with 
.paUiativea of this kind. The people should move onward to the conquest ot all 
public powers; to an entire change of the present system for one which will se¬ 
cure to the people collectively the blesaioga of our modem Inveutions, and a 
standard of ciriiiaation aod culture hitherto unknown in history. 

With this in view the Social Democratic party of the state of Wiscousin, In 
ccnveutJoD assembled, reaffirms its aUegiance lo the principles of iotemational So- 
cialib.m, aud declares its adherence to the platform of the National Socialist party 
adopted at the convention in Indianapolia, and pledges itself at the present time to 
the following: ' 

1. That the state Legislature, the governor and our representatives in Coo- 
greM shall take auch action aa ia calculated to briug about the uatiouallxation of 
all the tmata, notably the coal trast, the meat trust, the oil trust, the sugar trust, 
the farming machinery tmst, and others of the same kind, aod pay the actual 
value for the same. 

2. That the state Legialatnre, the governor and our representatives in Con- 
giw shall take anch action aa wUl be calculated to bring about the national owner¬ 
ship of the railroada, telegraphs, telephones, express companies and steamahlp 
lines, and pay the actual value of the same. 


3. That tbe state Legislature* the governor and our repreaentativea la Con¬ 
gress shall take such action as will be cakolated to enact a law granting every 
wageworker over 00 yean of age. who has earned less than $1000 a year and has 
l>eeo a cltUeo of the United Btatos for sixteen yean nt least, a pension of not 
less than $12 a month for tbe rrat of his life. 

4. That no city in Wisconsin shall have the right to sell, lease or give away 

public fnnehises. That every city ahall have the right to take poaseaalon of all 
its public utilitirs by paying to the present ownen the price of the same aa fixed 
by an impartial Jury; and that every city and township shall have the right to is¬ 
sue bonds up to the amount of 5 per cmL of the entire tax valuation, for that 
Pui*pose. - Ik tn . 

6. That the state Legislature, the governor and our repreaentativea in Con- 
grpsa shall take steps calculated to bring about the enactment of a national law by 
which tbe government of the United States will lend tbe cities and townships 
money on bonds issue^ by said cities and townahips up to 60 per cent, of the 
assessed valuation. Such loan shall b^ made in legal tender and without inter¬ 
est, the refund to take place in 20 years In equal shares. This money shall have 
Its intrinsic value aecored by the bonds and the assessed valuation of the city 
or townabip that receives tbe loan, and it ahall be canceled with the bonds aa fast 
aa the loan ta refunded. 

6. That the state L^islature, tbe governor and our repreaeutativea in Cm- 
greas shall take the initiative A the effect that the United Sutes constitution be 
so amended as to abolish tha United States Senate, which is a bulwark of capital¬ 
iam and tmstocracy. Furthermore we demand that tbe United States judges 
•hall be elected by the people of their espective dlstricta, for terms not to exc^ 
six years—this in order to make an endlogoTeromeut by injunction. We also de¬ 
mand that all elective offices, tbe judgeii included, shall be made subject to tbe im¬ 
perative mandate, aud to a recall by the expressed wish of three-fourths of their 
constituency. ^ 

That the state ahall provide free school books and school ntenaUa to tbe 
pdpUi of the public achools, aud also to parochial and private schools who iball 
under certain legal conditions make demand for the same books. We alao de¬ 
mand legislatioD enabling si^iool districts in the country to give better school facil¬ 
ities and free transportation to aud from school for the children. 

8. That lawa be enacted limiting the working day of youths nnder 21 years 
of age and women of any age employed anywhere in Wiscousin to eight hours a 
day, and prohibiting the employment in any factory, store, workshop or mine, 
of children under 16 years of sge. 

8- That laws be enacted securing to cities local autonomy, with full power 
to carry into effect all means relsting to their own welfare, so long as they do not 
interfere with tbe rights of others. 

10. That svery cHy or township ahall bare che right to establish a public 
coal aud wood yard, and a public ice house, where coal and wood and ice shall be 
sold to the citixens at cost. Cities and townships shall also have the right to es¬ 
tablish public abattoirs (slaughter bouses) and to iisne bonds for that purpose.' 

These are the demands of the Social Democratic party of Wioconain. We call 
upon every intelligent voter of this state, regardless of race, nationality or relig¬ 
ion, to join the Social Democratic party, vote Its ticket, build up ita organiaation, 
and stand shoulder to shoulder for a better order and a higher civilisation. And 
especially to the economically oppressed we call iu the words of the Immortal 
Karl Marx: 

*‘Pro]etariaD8 of all countries, unite! You have nothing to lose but your 
chains, and a world to gain.** 


**The railways aod coal mines in the

How can 
TOD imaglDe any relief from the sham 
battles of tbe two old parties, while be¬ 
hind the scenea the Democratic GormiDa, 
Whitn^s and Clevelands aud the Rer rh- 
lictu ^klna, Wlndome aud Rockefellers 
are deep io the game of labor akiooiog, 
aide by side! 

Here Is a timely aod frapk coufesalou 
by a leading daily newspaper editor: 

“There is no sneh thing in America 
fts 4u independent press, nnleM it is 
out in Che country towns. 1 am paid 
for keeping honest opinions out of the 
paper I am couuecteo with. Other ed¬ 
itors are paid aimilar salaries for do¬ 
ing similar things. If I should allow 
houest oplnioua to be printed In oue Is¬ 
sue of my paper, before twenty-four 
hours my occuparion, like Othello's, 
would be gone. The man who would be 
so foolish as to write honest onlnions 
would be out iu the streets hunting for 
another job. Tbe bnsiuess of tbe New 
York journalist la to distort tbe truth, 
to lie outright, to pervert, to villify, to 
fawn at the feet of Mammon and to 
sell bis country and his race for bis 
daily bread, or for about tbe same, his 
salary. We are tbe tools of the rich 
men behind the scenes. We are jump¬ 
ing jacks. They pull tbe strings and we 
dnuce. Our time, our talents, our lives, 
our possibilities, are all the property of 
other men. We are but lutelleccuni 
prostitutes.'* 


Besides tbe steady, relentless plunder¬ 
ing of labor through the wage system, 
tbe present system of society proves its 
unwortfainess by scsndal piled on scan¬ 
dal. In the East we have the scandal 
of child and girl labor in the mills, tbe 
child slave pens of New Jersey, the 
horrors of the coal fields, in the W*e8t 
the siibstitntioD of Chinese labor, the 
mine brutalities, etc., in the South we 
have tbe baby factory operative scandal, 
tbe convict camps, and the like and here 
in Wiscousin we bare the paper mUls 
scandal and child labor galore. Then 
there is goTernmeot by injunction and 
militia, etc., etc., etc., etc! 


At the last meeting of the Milwaukee 
school board a recommeodatfcw for the 
adoption of a fiew school geography was 
rushed through with hot haste. 

The geography is a Book Trust geog¬ 
raphy! 

Hut why ,Bnch haste on the part of a 
alow moving body of thrifty ckisens? 

Tbe reason is nor far to find. A few 
momenta before a resolntion froji tb® 
Federated Trades’ Council had been pre¬ 
sented to tbe board asking that only 
books made by organised labor should 
hereafter be used in the Milwaukee pub¬ 
lic schools. 

The book trust Khool directors scented 
danger ahead snd'concluded to make bay 
before the labor cloud got too close. 

W*ell. what are you going to do about 
It? The school board is made up of— 
Republicans and Democrats and tbe 
Hook Trust controls a large majority of 
the memlH'rs. 

We do not mean to say that if the old 
system of Appointment of members of tlie 
tK>ard by the aldermen of the various 
wards was in vogue the board would be 
any less a nest of politicians and embryo 
politicians, but w*o do aay that tbe present 
system is no improvement over the old 
and that besides it Is in this sense worse. 
Because the directors get their appoint¬ 
ment at the hands of a comroission ep- 
poiiiti>d*by the mayor and It bet'oines a 
part of the old narty spoils system.

While labor la cheap aewer 
cleandug will be done by hand, children 
will have to work in mines, etc. Bodal- 
Ists contend that only under Socialiam 
will ioventora have a chance to apply 
their geniua Only nowadays, when la¬ 
bor bmmes temporarily hlrt-priced. la 
there an effoit to install machinery.

MlfUSTERS WANT' CONFISCATION! 

It ia very often tbe unexpected that 
liappenSs A meeting of &liIwaakoe min- 
iHtere waa bold on Labor Day and reao- 
lutiona paaaed calling on the goremment 
to aieee the coal mines! Of courae the 
reaolationa moke the prospective coal 
famine and conaeqnent distress of the 
people, the reason for their action, rather 
than the labor interest—ctill tbe resolu¬ 
tions, it must be confessed, will be the 
more effective because of this, for under 
the prevailing capitalistic ideas, the 
status of tbe workers ds a thing to be 
put aside as distressing and unpopnlar, 
and even laboring men tbemselres ac* 
qneii^ In the general lew as to their 
unworthinesa. The ed .cational effect of 
tbe resointions vfill be favorable, and 
even the cry that will go np from the 
capitalist prints that tbe ministers believe 
in confiscation will provoke discussion 
and therefore do good. 

In introducing the resolutions. Presid¬ 
ing Elder D. C. John said be was moved 
to do so by the gravity of tbe present sit¬ 
uation, which is such that it was noticed 
in fifty Chicago pulpits Snndsy. 

He said that the course which the res- 
olntioDS asked to be taken was not un- 
prc^cedcnted. It bad been taken in Eng¬ 
land, when Gladstone was premier and 
when there was a strike similar to this 
among the mine operatives of that coun¬ 
try. The government at that time gave 
the mine owners a week to come to terms 
with their employes under penalty of 
having tbe government take charge of 
and operate the mines in case of thdr 
failure to do so. Dr. John said this had 
a wholesome effect upon tbe mine own- 
er 8 « and they came to an egreement with 
the men within throe days: 

Tbe resolutions were as follows: 
“Whereas, Tbe coal strike has existed 
for sixteen weeks, with no prospect of 
settlement, and 

“Wbereus, 'We are within one month 
of the time when anthracite coal will be¬ 
come an article of prime necessity in 
every home in tht Northern states, and 
“Whereas, Anthracite coal la a public 
utility, similar to highways, navigable 
lakes and rivers, the heritage of aU tbe 
people; therefore. 

“Hesolved, 1. That It is the imperative 
duty of all governments to protect the 
people as far as possible when threat¬ 
ened with great suffering, such aa mutt 
necesnrily ensne if winter Is allowed to 
come on without a supply of fuel. 

*Tf the govemment has the right to 
quarantine cities and suspend travel to 
arrest epidemics, to seize railroads and 
supplies, to repel invasion and suppress 
inaurrection, it most certsinly have the 
right to selxc rcilroads and mines to pre¬ 
vent the people from freesii 
“Resolved, 2. That in our Judgment 
the time has come when tbe government 
should give notice to the contending par¬ 
ties that if the mines are not pat in 
uperatioQ within one week, it will be 
obliges! to seise and work them until 
such time as the owners and miners may 
be ready to resume operations. 

“Resolved. 3. That a strict account 
should be kept of all coal mined and sold 
by the government, and after defraying 
all necessary expenses, tbe snrplua 
should be returned to tbe owners of the 
m^s. No wrong would thus be com¬ 
mitted and a great calamity averted.'*

The Factory Aeu aad every re¬ 
duction In the regular hours of toll repr^ 
seated to him distinct gains to; ine work¬ 
ers, steps upwards towards ezuandpatloa. 
gains omall la themselves, bot valuable aa 
vantara posts for greater efforts. Fnrthor 
still, Marx enforced and amplified the 
teachings of others before him ta to the 
dangers of a povertf*«trlckeo proletariat— 
a “lumpen proletariat"—which ml^t be 
used to serve tha pnrpooas of reaction. But 
how are these hepelcss maisns of Indigent 
humanity to be stopped from increaslag 
■ave by palUatlvcsT We of the sqmJ 
Democratic Federation have had loag ex¬ 
perience of tbe utter oselesaaess oz the 
very, very poor and unemployed In the or¬ 
ganised class struggle. It was Bakounine
